Tacitus, Ptolemy, and 
Antoninus, call it Londinium, and Longidinium ; Ammianus, Lundi- 
num and Auguſta; Stephanus in his book of cities, Lindonion; our 
Britains Lundayn ; the Saxons, Londen-ceaſter, I ondenbyrig, Lenden- 
py; foreigners, Londra, and Londres; our own nation, London ; 
the ſabulous writers, Troja Nova, Dinas Belin, i. c. the city of Belin, 
and Caer Lud, from one king Luddus, whom they affirm to have given 
it both being and name. But as for thoſe neu- broach d names and ori- 
Iinals, AS alſo Eraſmus's conjecture that it came from TI indum, a city 

t xhodes ; J leave them to thoſe that are inclin'd to admire them. 

For my ewn part, ſince Cælar and Stabo have told me that the an- 

ent Britains call d ſuch woods or groves as they fenc'd with: trees 
that they had cut down, cities or towns, and ſince I have been in- 
ſormd, that in Britiſh they call ſuch groves Llhbwn ; 1 am almoſt of 
the Opinion, that London was by way of eminence ſimply cali'd the 
city, or the city in a wood. But if that do not ſatisfy, give me leave, 
without the charge of inconſtancy, to gueſs once more, namely, that 
it migh! have its name from thac which was the origina. both of its 
growth and glory; 1 mean ſhips call d by the Britiſh Lhong ; ſo that 
London s as much as a harbour or city of ſhips. For the Britains term 
a City Dinas, which the { atins turn'd in: Dinum. Upon this account, 
it is call d in one place Longidinium; and in a ſong cf an ancient 
Britiſh bard, L.hongporth, i c. a port or harbour for ſhips.- And by 
the ſame word, Bologne in France (in Ptolemy Ceſſoriacum Navaie,) 
is imerpreted in the Britiſh gicjhary Polung Leng. For ſeveral cities 
have had the:r names from ſhipping, as Naupactus, Nauſtathmos, Nau- 
ba ia, Navalia Auguſti, &c. None of which can lay becter claim to 
the name of a harbour then our London, Por it is admirably accum- 
modated from both elements ; ſtanding in a fruictul foil, aboundigg

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Thames, which, without trouble or difficulty, brings it in the fiche;

Nor are the plain remains of the name the only argument 
for this aflertion ; but the dittance too from the Mona of Pliny, and 
the ſituation in the ancient itinerary table, are as plain proof as any 
in the world. I dare not venture to ſay that this place was {o call d 
fm the god Camulus ; and yet, that Mars was worthipp'd under this 
name, appears from an old ſtone at Rome, in the houle of the Colloti, 
and from altars that have been found with this inſcription, CAMvI 
DEO SANCTO ET FOR TISSIMO. And, upon an old coin of Cu 
nobeline (whoſe chief feat this was, as I have obſerved before,) I have 
ſeen a figure, with a helmet and a ſpear, which probably was that of 
Mars, with the letters CAMV. 

He govern'd this eaſtern part of the iſland in the reign of Tiberius, 
and is ſupposd to have had three fons, Adminius, Togodumnus, and 
Caractacus. Adminius being baniſh'd the kingdom by his father, and 
recciv'd by C. Caligula, accompanied him into Batavia on that ridi- 
culous expedition which he made to put a terror upon Britain. As for 
Togodumnus, Aulus Plautius overcame and «ill d him in a ſet bactle ; 
and the fame perlon having put Caractacus to the rout, as I have men- 
tion d in anotner place, carried him to Rome, to grace his cvarion 
(or leſter triumph.) This is that Plautius, who, by tne advice of one 
Caius Bericus, a Britiſh exile (pretences for war always offering them- 
eyes) did, firſt after Julius 23 make an attempt upon Britam under 
the emperor Claudius, whom Claudius himielt {con followed with the 
whole force of the empire, and with elephants ; the boncs of which 
being caſually found, have given riſe to ſeveral groundlels tories. 
Palling the Thames, he put the Britains to flight, who ſtood to receive 
him on the other fide, and eaſily pofleſs d himſelf of this Camalodu- 
pum. For which atchievements, his ſon was honour d with the title of 
Biitannicus, and himſelf often ſaluted emperor; and ix months after 
his ſetting out, he return'd to Rome. But I have ſpoken cf thele mat- 
ters more fully in another place, and am not willing to trouble the 
reader with a repetitien of them here. 

Cimalodunum being reduced under the ſub,ection of the Romans, 

audius placed here a ſtout band of Veterans tor a colony, and coined 
money in memory of this action, with the following intertpticn;

© no great matter (ſaich he) that Claudius hath a temple in Br u

there were prieſts choſen to his honour, namely, the Scales Auge 
tales, who under pretence of religion juggled the poor Brita ove © 
their fortunes and eſtates. But after ten years ſpace, the Couric 
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things wind, and this colony was utterly ruin'd: For when fe vo 
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terans, that Were brought into this country after it had been ſub due 
crercis d a cruel tyranny over the poor ſubjects; the ſparks of che 
wr, which had lain conceal d fo long, broke out in a more viole 
tame than cver. The Britains, under the conduct 01 Eunduica, Cn 
Pocdicia, plunder d and burnt this colony, as fecur'd with no fore . 
tions; and in two days ſpace ſtorm'd the temple, where the ſo'diers 
bal cot together to detend themſeives ; routed che ninth legion that 
eos coming to their aſſiſtancc, and, in a word, bild ſeventy thouſynd 
Romans and allies. This dreadful flaughter was foretold by teveral 
prod gies. The image of Victory in this City turn'd it {elf round, and 
ell ro the earth. In the court were heard itrange cries, and th. the- 
er founded with liowlings and groans : Houſes were ſeen under the 
vater Of the Thames, and the neighbouring bay overflow'd with 
blood. (This bay we tince call Blackwater, though I know not tor 
what reaſon, as Ptolemy calls it Idumanus, which ſeems to denote the 
em thing; Ydu in Britiſh ſignifying black. Yer the Romans rais'd 
n 222in oat of its aſhes; For Antoninus makes mention of 1t a lons; 
time after this.) In a garden here at Maidon, was found a gold Ro. 
man coin, almoſt as large as a guinea ; on one fide Nero, and on the 
reverſe Agrippina, very exactly wrought. 

During the Saxon government, we ſcarce find it nam d; only Mar! 
anus informs us, that Edward, fon to king Alfred, repair d Malduny, 
which had been ruind in the Daniſh wars, and fortified it with a 
Cate. William the conqueror (as we read in Domeſday) had in i. 
* one hundred and eighty houſes, held by the burgers, and eignen 
* manſions laid waſte.” At preſent, for Lioncneſs and ſtore of inha- 
bitants, it is juſtly reckon'd among the chief towns of this county, 
and 1s call d, in law language, the borough of Maldon.

I fancy it was de- 
nolilnd, when Henry II. levell d Waleton, a neighbouring caſtle, with 
the gcund. For this was a harbour for the rebels; and here the three 
thouland Flemings landed, who were invited over by the nobilis, to 
allut againſt him, when he tell into that unlucky deſign of making his 
lon Henry an equal ſharer with him in the government; and when the 
young man (who knew not how to ſtand ſo high withcut unning, 
headiong,) cut of a furious defire of reigning, declard a moſt unna- 
tral war againſt his own father. Though theſe caſt'es arc now quite 
gone, the ſhore is very well defended by a vaſt ridge (they call it Lan- 
gerſton) which, for about two miles, lies on the ſurface of the ſea (as 
one words it,) not without great danger and terror to ſailors. It is 
however of ule to the fiſhermen, for drying cf their fiſh ; and daes al'o, 
nlome meature, guard the ſpacious harbcur cf Orwell. Bur as to lp.

the river is receiv d by the ſea at P awdiey haven. | 

Then the fore by little and little gecs more eaſterly, to the mo 
of the river Ore ; which runs by F ramlingham, ſormerſy a caſtle ct ©: 
Bigods; being given by king Heary 1. to Reger Biged; and prove” 
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Ache welt fide thereof it ſpreads it ſelf into a fort of lake. This hath 
den a very beautiful caſtle of Saxon work, fortified with a rampire

From hence it was, that, in the ycar of our 
Lord 1173, When the rebellious fon of king Henry II. took up arms a- 
gunſt his father, Robert earl of Leiceſter with his ſtipendaries frem 
FanJcrs, harrais d the country all round; being invited thither by 
Huh Bigod. But Roger Bigod, the laſt of this family, and a man

Not much higher, in a ſafe and pleaſant ſituation, within a vale 
Slaughden, where the ſea beats upon it on the eaſt, and the river on tl 
welt, lies Aldburgh, which ſignifies an ancient burrough, or. tber 
will have it, a burrough upon the river Ald.

There are four things abcut this church, 
much talk'd of by the common people; the lantern, on the rcp c 
juſt over the quire, ſupported by eight pillars, built wich fingular art hy 
John de Hothum the biſhop : St. Mary's chappel, ſtanding under th 
church to the north, a delicate piece of work, and built by S$1mon Non 
tacute biſhop.

A mutual rife 
ther? is between nature and art, that one may always ſupply what che 
other forgets. What ſhall J ſay of the beauty of the buildings; much 
to be admir'd, if it were only for the fenns making ſuch ſolid and un- 
ſunken foundations? It is a wonderful ſolitary and retir'd place; fit for 
monks, as making them more mindtul of heavenly things, and more 
moruty d to things below. It ie a prodigy, to fee a woman here; but 
when a man comes, he is welcomed like an angel. So that I may tiuty 
call this ile. a lodge of chaſtity, an harbour of honeity, and a tichock 
«> divine philoſophy. 

Wisbich the biſhop of Ely's caſtle, ſtands about thirteen miles off, 
ſumed among fenns and rivers, and in the laſt age a priſon for the Ko- 
mh prieſts. And I have nothing more to ſay ct it, but only, that 
this town and Walepoie were both given to Ely-monaſtery by the cvner 
ot them, at the fame time that he dedicated his young fon Al in to a

pound ſterling by king Henry VI for marrying Jaguet (downs 
John duke of Bedford, and daughter of Peter of Luxenburg cat 
St. Paul) without the king's licence. Yet afterwards, he advance 
the ſame perſon to the honour of baron Widdevil of rivets. WW; 
Elizabeth (the daughter of this lord,) king Edward IV. privately d. 
tracted marriage, and was the firſt of our kings, ſince the COngue 
who married a ſubject. But, by that, he drew upon himſelf and be 
relations a world of trouble; as may be ſeen at large in our hiftori 
The ſaid Richard Widdevil, lord of Rivers, Grafton, and De la Mor 
was by Edward IV. now his ſon-in-law, advanced (thele are t 
very words of the charter of creation) to be carl of Rivers, by ti 
cincture of a ſword, to have the ſame to him and his heirs-ma}; 
with the fee of twenty pounds by the hands of the ſheriff of Northar! 
ton. And ſoon after, he was, with great honour, conſtituted con 
ſtable of England (I ſpeak out of the original patent) “to occur 
adminiſter and execute the ſaid office, by himſelf or his ſufficient et 
puties, for term of life, receiving yearly two hundred pounds Cut 
the exchequer, with full power and authority to take cognilance, ar 
proceed in cauſes of and concerning the crime of high treatun. ( 
the occaſion thereof: Alſo to hear, examine, and in due manner ce 
termine the Cauſes and matters aforeſaid, with all and fingu ar c1icn 
{tances thence ariſing, thereunto incident, or therewith conανi⁰ 
ſummarily and withcut noiſe, or formal proceſs, having only v 
to the truth. of the fac, and with the king's hand, if it fal! 
thought convenient in cur behalf, without all appeal.” Tut att! 
had enjcy d ihefe honours a little while, he was beat in the bare 
Edgco e, fighting for his ſon-in-law; and ſoon after taken dd 
keaded.
